‘The Britith frigate Aolus, which 
failed from Calcutta about the 2oth of Febroary 
with difpatches for England, touched at the Cape 
about the 2cth of April. The accounts by this 
frigate were, that Lord Cornwallis’s army had 
taken feveral of the out-pofts of Seringapatam, 
Tippoo Saib’s capital; and that the army was in 
high {pirits, and that there was not the Jeaft doubt 
but that Seringapatam would foon fall; but that 
it had not been taken when the frigate failed. 
Tippoo, under this apprehenfion, had withdrawn 
himfelf, with many of bis principsl people, and 
moch treafure, from the place to one of bis: hill 
forts. 

London accounts, of the 15th of May, fate,

Sprin fied, Fuly 25.—Oa Thorfday laft, abont 
one o'clock, P.M. the Powder-Mill in this town 
was biown up, oy which unfortunate accident, 
Mr. Nainan Kennedy, the only workman then in 
the mill, was fo thockiogly burnt and bruifed, as 
to farvaive the misfortune but two houts. He was 
29 years of age, and has left a wife and three 
childrea, at Putsfield, to mourn his untimely fate. 
This is the fecond inftance of the kind that has 
happened in this place in the courfe of 13 years : 
Two active young men were killed on the fame 
fpot, when the firit explofion took place. 

Bofton, Fuly 23.—Saturday latt arrived brig 
Paragon, Hallet, maiter, in 59 days from Cadiz. 
—la lat. 38, long. 64, {poke the thip Friendthip, 
Smith, from Havre-de-Grace, bouad to Bualti- 
more. 

Schooner Sally, Cob, in 40 days from Cadiz. 
—In lat. 36, 30, fpoxe tip Commerct, from 
this port. 

By the above arrivals we learn, that great pre- 
parations for War were making in Spain—a pene- 
ral War in Europe being ftrongly expefled. That 
the Spaniards would act againit the Freoch. 

Halifax, (N.C.) July 19.—By a gentleman 
from Edenton we are informed, that a brig niriv- 
ed at that port lait week, from Hilpamiola, ia 
which feveral French gentlemen came paflengers. 
The diflurbances in that wretched and ill-fated 
Ifland ftill rage with unabated violence, and there 
appears bat poor profpeéts that they will foon be 
fettied. This veffel alfo brings accounts that the 
Britith have fitted out privateers under commif- 
fions from the King of Huogary, which have tak- 
en many French merchantmen in the Weit-Indies.

Extra& of a letter from Captain Paul, of the fate 
Levies, dated Middle Block-bouje, (0m toe fron- 
tiers of Wajfbington county) Fuly 16, to Major 
M'‘Cully. 

«« The Indians on Tuefday lafi killed two men 
and one wom:n, and ftole feven hories between 
the flats of Grave creek and Col. Shepherd’s in 
Ohio couaty, Virginia.—Lieut. Gray and 14 of 
my men followed them over the Ohio, as far as 
the head of Sunfith, but the Indians being on 
horfeback they returned without coming up with 


them, On Saturday laft ac Dilly’s Ration oppo- 











fite the mouth of Grave creek, the Indians came 
into one of the houfes and killed four and wound- 
ed one; the number of Indians was fuppofed to be 
twenty. It is thought they will ftrike this quar- 
ter. To-morrow morning I expec to fart with 2 
party to try to fallin with them.”
